Senator Glass (D-Va), one of the 
first congressional sponsors of the 
Federal Reserve Banking system, 
told his colleagues 
today 
that 


banks had been "maneuvered" In- 
to a position where 
they 
are 


"afraid" not to purchase new is- 
sues of federal bonds. 


The Virginian made the asser- 


tion during debate on a proposal 
to tax income from future issues 
of governmental securities. 


Senator Adams (D-Colo) had ex- 


pressed concern lest such a move 
would make banks and other buy- 
ers less willing to. purchase the 
$20,000,000,000 of 
federal 
bonds 


which he estimated would be hold 
to Increase the National debt to 
$65,000,000 000. 


"They are not going to sell this 


$20,000,000,000 of bonds at all." 
Glass broke In, "They haven't been 
selling them for years. They have 
been allocating them to the banks. 
They have maneuvered the banks 
into a position where they are 
afraid not to take them when they 
are allocated to them. 
,"It has been said by competent 
authority that 
depreciation 
of 


federal bonds ten points below pat- 
would ruin 90 per cent of the 
banks of this country and that's 
true." 


Adams remarked that the credit 


of the government was "at the 
peak" at the present time, but he 
added, "comes a new issue of 
bonds and the question is what 
are we going to get for that. When 
those bonds cease to find a ready 
market, down goes our defense 
program'as well as the economic 
structure of the country." 


Adams said that there was no 


legal question involved in 
taxing 


income from federal bonds 
aTid 


that he did not believe wealthy 
persons should be permitted to use 
tax exempt securities as a means 
of escaping a fair share of taxes. 


"But I'm Inclined to think," he 


added, "that In the effort to reach 
that evil we might perpetrate a 
worse evil on the country."

The British fleet blasted Into ac- 


tion in the Mediterranean today, 
shelling Italian 
troops 
marching 


along the Libyan-Egyptian coast, 
while on the home front in Lon- 
don the empire capital's bomb- 
strafed millions surveyed the havoo 
from tho fiercest night-long assault 
of the war. 


Many victims wore feared en- 


tombed in southeast London when 
a German bomber crashed with a 
full load of bombs, demolishing sev- 
eral buildings.

NEW ATTACK UPON 
CANCER IS PLANNED 
THROUGH VITAMIN K

PHILADELPHIA, 
Sept. 18.— (If} 


— A new attack on cancer, trying 
vitamin K as a possible preventa- 
tlve, was announced to the bi- 
cennlal jonterence of the Univer- 
sity 'of Pennsylvania here today. 


K is the recently discovered vi- 


tamin which aids blood to clot. 
Alfalfa Is rich in K. But an Inex- 
haustible new source has been sup- 
plied by chemists who synthesized 
K in five forms. 
The cancer prevention 
experi- 


ments are starting at 
Harvard 


University and were described by 
Dr. Louis F. Fieser, professor of 
chemistry. 


The K will be tried on a com- 


mon form of skin cancer caused 
by tarry substances. 
In animals it Is only necessary 


to rub some of the tarry "hydro- 
carbon on the skin and lethal can- 
cers develop. The vitamin will be 
injected to see whether its pres- 
ence will prevent these cancers. 


The experiment is exactly like 


a prize fight. 
K Is the "second" 
at the ringside, and the real can- 
cer 
fighter Is prothrombin, the 


clotting substance 
in blood, . K 


stimulates human and animal bod- 
ies to make prothrombin. 


Experiments have 
shown 
also 
that bile acid and hormones, which 
humans possess in abundance, are 
able to breaw down into some of 
the tar chemicals which are most 
potent in causing cancer.

FRANK KEATHLEY TO 
CONTINUE TRAINING 
FOR NAVAL RESERVE 


RETURNS FROM EXTENSIVE 
CRUISE; REPORTS FOR DUTY 


SOON IN NEW YORK 


Returning homo after a month 


of intensive 
training 
with 
the 


United States Navy, Frank Keath- 
ley, son of Mr. and Mrs. H. W. 
Keathley of this city, told of ac- 
tions beinK taken by naval author- 
ities in regard to training 
suffi- 


cient reserve officers to meet tho 
growing neeas of 
the 
nation's 


vastly expanding battle fleets. 


The navy is now selecting young 


men with at least two years of 
college work and training them 
to augment its reserve of officers, 
subject to call in tho event of a 
national emergency, he said. Un- 
der the new program, hc contin- 
ued, the young officers are taken 
on cruises lasting about one month 
each, during which they arts thor- 
oughly acquainted with the rudi- 
ments of naval life. The men are 
then assigned to training schools 
as mid-shipmen where they 
arc 


given further training in the arts 
of naval 
warfare. 
From 
these 


schools they are graduated com- 
missioned ensigns and sent aboard 
warships for one year of intensive 
training with the navy, Kcathloy 
explained. It is expected that each 
man graduating will continue for 
at least one year In the service; 
although it Is not compulsory, he 
added, 


Keathley stated that in life par- 


ticular squadron there wore three 
battleships, the Arkansas, Wyom- 
ini, 
and New York, serving 
as 


training ships. He said oach ship 
carried a skclton crew of fiOO men 
and a class of COO apprentice sea- 
men. 


Visit Cuba 


Embarking at Now York, Keath- 


sald they cruised down the At- 


lantic seaboard to the American' 
naval base at Guantanamo, Cuba, 
where they were allowed to go 
ashore and inspect the famed de- 
stroyer base. The cruise was so 
arranged, he said, as to allow one 


day in port for every five days at 
sea.

make the waterway between the 
Atlantic and the Pacific practical- 
ly Impregnable.

Dropping anchor at the entrance 


to the Panama canal, he aald the 
group was taken ashore to in- 
spect the full length of the canal. 
Keathley stated that he was par- 
ticularly Impressed with the pow- 
erful defenses of the /one, stating 
that entrance to the Pnnnnm har- 
bor was heavily mined in addi- 
tion to being covered by power- 
ful shore guns. Anti-aircraft guns 
are mounted tho entire distance of 
the canal, ho mud, and are fully 
manned day and night. As an ex- 
ample of the efficiency 
of 
the 


anti-aircraft 
batteries, he stated 


that while he was there, a mili- 
tary plane, in -n mock attack on 
the canal' nt night, was kept in 
the search lights the 
entire 54 


miles across the 
Isthmus.

ISH BACK IN DISORDERLY 


RETREAT IN EGYPT 


ROME, Sept. 19.—(IP)—Italy has 


thrown 14 Libyan divisions (about 
170,000 men) In addition to Italian 
troops into the drive Into Egypt 
and pushed back the British in a 
disorderly retreat, Marshal Rodolfo 
Grazlani reported to Premier M 
sollnl today.
